Quick Passage of Bill in 
Lower House by Vote of 
122 to 72 Comes as Sur- 
prise to Its Opponents. 


SENATE MAY PASS BILL 
WITH CHANGE IN DATE 


Governor Walker Ex- 
presses Confidence Sat- 
isfactory Substitute Will 


Be Passed by asada 


Following the vote of the house 
of representatives Wednesday in favor 
of repeal of the tax equalization law, 
and with all indications pointing to 
early concurrence of the senate af- 
ter a stiff fight, 
Walker expressed confidence that the 
house will now bend its undivided ef- 
forts toward providing an adequate 
substitute for the system it proposes 
to junk. 

The governor made this statement 
at a meeting of the League of Women 
Voters, and while he did not say 
whether the action of the house was 
pleasing to him, he appeared optimis- 
tie concerning the prospect of provid- 
ing an immediate substitute for the 
tax equalization system if the senate 
votes for repeal. 


New Plah of Taxation. 
“I have supreme confidence,” the 


governor remarked to those seated | 
near him after he had delivered an | 


address on the state’s taxation prob- 
lem, “that the Jegislature, with one 
spirit and one desire to serve its state, 
will proceed without a day’s delay to 
bring forward and adopt « new plan 
of taxation if it definitely decides to 
kill the equalization law. I am also 
confident in the ability of the general 
assembly to adopt the tax plan which 
will be most advantageous to the state 
and most acceptable to the tax pay- 
ers.” 
Passes 122 to 72. 

The house vote was 122 for repeal 
of the tax equalization law, and 72 
against. 

The bill now goes to the senate for 
action. The measure as it passed the 
house provides that the repeal shall

Brussels, July 18.—Behind the 
shuttered windows of Chateau de 
Bouchet an 83-year-old-woman, dying, 
irsane, is living in the memories if 
her glorious past.

An automobile is not the safest 
place to be in during a_ thunder- 
storm. The rubber tires, which in 
dry weather very efficiently insu- 
late a car from the ground against 
an ordinary electrical charge, offer 
no appreciable protection against 
the enormous potential and vio- 
lence of lightning. This is not the 
real hazard of the automobile, how- 
ever, in a thunderstorm. The dan- 
ger comes either in the open or 
when a car is parked beneath a 
tall tree or close to a wire fence. 
The latter is a real source of dan- 
ger, for it can carry a deadly eur- 
rent a long distance from the point 
where the bolt struck it. 

The wise thing for the motorist 
to do in a thunderstorm is to stop, 
if possible, somewhere below the 
general level of the ground, away 
from tall trees or a wire fenve. <A 
spot where the road cuts between 
high banks would Qe as good as 
any.

HARVESTER COMPANY 


Chicago, July 18.—Alexander Legg, 
president of the International Har- 
vester Co., makes the following 
statement of the attitude of that com- 


|pany with reference to the petitiu./ 
just filed again it by the federal gov- | 


ernment of the United States court 
at St. Paul, Minn. 

‘This petition is a continuation of the 
snit brought against us eleven years ago. 
Upon the hearing of that case, held more 
than ‘me. years ago, the harvester com- 
pap » acquitted, both by the findings 
of *.« court and by the attorney general’s 
‘admission, of any wrongful dealings or un- 
fair practices toward customers or compet- 
itors, but, to insure the fullest competition, 
a decree was entered in 1918 requiring the 
company to sell te competitors certain com- 
plete lines of harvesting machinery, and 
to limit its sales representation to a single 
dealer in any one town. 

“That decree further provided that at 
the end of a test peri which has now 
expired the govermmnent might ask the court 
to determine whether or not the free com- 
petition contemplated by the Sherman law 
exists in the farm implement industry. 
This step the government has now taken. 

‘As we understand it, the sole issue 
raised by the present petition relates to 
competitive conditions with respect to har- 
vesting machines only. It does not charge 
the company with unduly raising the price 


of the American farmer, 
in 1912, but it does charge that the com- 


1920, to the injury of its competitors. 

“Without attempting to argue our case 
at this time, it seems fair to say that the 
unfortunate condition in which manufac- 
turers of harvesting machines, and in fact 
of all other farm implements, find them- 
selves, is due <0 the serious business de- 
pression that affected the entire country 
beginning in the fall of 1920. 

“During the last few years the whole 
farm implement industry has been in an 
abnormal and distressing situation which 
directly reflects the situation of the farm- 
er. High costs of labor, material and trans- 
portation have burdened it with high manu- 
facturing costs, while on the other hand 
low prices for agricultural products have 
left the farmer unable to buy his normal 
and needed requirements of farming ma- 
chinery. 

“We are confident that the hearing on 
the present petition will clearly show that 
the harvester company is not in any way 
responsible for these conditions in the farm 
implement industry. Prices of harvesting 
machinery are the result of vigorous com- 
petition, exactly the kind of competition 
which the Skerman law was enacted to pre- 
serve, and are fairly comparable with the 
prices of other implements which the gov- 
ernment concedes were fixed by normal 
competition.”’

“THE HIGHWAY PROBLEM. 


The house committee on high- 
ways acted wisely in adversing the 
McMichael proposal to allocate the 
state road funds to the various 
counties on the basis of road mile- 
age. 

That Director McDonald, of the 
United States bureau of roads, 
should have declared that under 
such a law the federal government 
would withdraw its highway aid 
from Georgia, is but restating the 
federal law. providing aid to states 
for highways. It has been referred 
to time and again by The Consti- 
tution, in the discussion of this 
proposition. The law specifically 
provides that federal aid shall be 
administered only through state de- 
partments that are legally author- 
ized to construct state-wide Ssys- 
tems, and that are clothed with full | 
and discretionary functioning pow- 
er, with available state funds to 
match federal aid, and with engi- 
neering personnel and equipment 
capacitated to pass upon all projects 
submitted for federal cooperation. 

The law is so plain that even Rep- 
resentative McMichael should know 
that any measure seeking to destroy 
the state department thereby auto- 
matically seeks to cancel the federal 
aid provision of the post road stat- 
utes. Of course the Marion mem- 
ber contends that a 10 per cent 
allowance for “a state highway de- 
partment” will not destroy such a 
department, and thereby federal aid 
_will be available under his proposal. 

This contention has been settled 
by the very frank and explicit letter 
from the chief of the government’s 
highway department. There is no 
appeal from that decision, as the 
department, while 2 branch of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, is, like the department of for- 
estry, a distinctive government en- 
tity, and the director Is the su- 
preme federal road authority in the 
United States. | 

Mr. McDonald’s position cannot 
be reversed by any change of de- 
partment of administrations that 
may ensue in the future. The law 
is just as specific as Is his inter- 
pretation of it, and the government 
is not fooled by subterfuges and 
technicalities. 

Simply the retention of a state 
highway department in name only, 
with no functioning authority, held 
together by an overhead expense for 
no other purpose than to make 
available federal aid, by technically 
but not truly meeting either the 
letter or the spirit of the federal 
law, would be an insult to the gov- 
ernment, a reflection of the state’s 
integrity; and under such a shallow 
pretense Georgia would not be enti- 
tled morally or legally to govern- 
ment cooperation in her highway 
construction. ;

As to any probe of the state high- 
way department, authorized in fair- 
ness and not as the outcome of 
prejudice, there can be no objec- 
tion. It belongs to the state. The 
state has the right to know how 
and where and when and why, as 
to every transaction, every project, 
every expense. There is no ques- 
tion about that except that its func- 
tioning should not be impaired, nor 
the spirit of its work broken, by 
any inexcusable plan of nagging, or 
of obstruction or embarrassment in- 
spired only by personal or political 
prejudices. : 
Organizations are as fallible as 
individuals, and if the legislators, as 
representatives of the people, can 
help the highway department to 
economize without destroying effi- 
ciency or usefulness, and to better 
organize for a better service, then 
the officials of the department 
should welcome such cooperation. 
But cooperation is one thing and 
undermining distrust and political 
design are quite different things. 
The Georgia legislature should 
cooperate with the state highway 
department in strengthening its 
weak points, if any, and in coordi- 
nating the various wings of its or- 
ganization, andin eliminating wastes, 
if any, and in eliminating politics, 
if any—and in all of those particu- 
lars where unselfish, unprejudiced 
and helpful cooperation is essential. 
If there is anything wrong of a 
culpable nature the remedy should 
be applied at once, and without fear 
or favor, but let it not be forgotten 
that if Georgia ever expects to have 
a system of highways that mean any- 
thing—a system of connected links 
that will not be destroyed by a 
crazy-quilt plan—then the state 
highway department must not only 
be maintained with its full function- 
ing power, but it must be encour- 
aged and helped, and not obstructed 
and embarrassed. 
It must not only be legally quali- 
fied to measure up to federal re- 
quirements for federal coopertion, 
but it must have available the state 
funds to match the federal funds, so 
that the latter may not be trans- 
ferred to other more appreciative 
States. 


FOR BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 
The passage Wednesday by the 


Georgia senate of the Mundy bill 
providing for biennial sessions of 
the legislature is the most advanced 
step yet taken by either branch of 
the assembly. 

That it was passed by such a 
decided vote, 41 to 5, it is hoped 
means that it will meet with equal 
favor in the house, and that it will 
be submitted at the next general 
election. 

There is no argument in favor 
of the annual session, except as it 
may come from the capital city of 
Atlanta in its hospitable desire to 
have the legislators here as often 
and as long as practicable. But 
Atlanta is willing to waive that for 
the good of the state. 

From an economic standpoint the 
annual session is disturbing to busi- 
ness, disrupting, and obstructing. It 
creates a condition of unrest as to 
statutory revenue measures, high- 
way legislative changes, tearing up 
and rebuilding the code, and gen- 
erally disorganizing things. And 
a plan for saving money, it

as 
is the most outstanding 
extravagance that any state could be 
guilty of. 

All of the states of the union, 
with three or four exceptions, have 
adopted the biennial session, or the 
quadrennial session, as in Alabama. 
And there is not one of them that 
would consider changing to Geor- 
gia’s system of the annual session. 

No bill before the assembly, apart 


from the main issue of revising the 
organic revenue laws, {s more im- 
portant than the Mundy biennial 
session bill, and certainly there is 
not one more worthy of support. 

The house passed a 
measure last year, and by an over- 
whelming majority. It was lost in 
the senate shuffle in the closing 
days of the session. 

Let us hope for better luck this 
time.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. B. 


RICKETS 

Rickets or rachitis is probably the 
commonest nutritional disease of 
children; many of the milder cases 
are not recognized because the condi- 
tion does not progress to the degree 
of a marked deformity of the bones. 
Rickets affects the whole system, the 
muscles, the nervous system, the 
blood and the organs in general, al- 
though its most characteristic feature 
is bony deformity, such as bow legs, 
knock knees, enlarged joints, narrow 
chest, spinal curvature and hump 
back. 
Most of the infants of the Italians 
and the negroes in the poorer sec- 
tions of our cities show more or less 
rickets, although rickets is rare’ in 
Italian and negro children in their 
native places; this striking difference 
is ascribed by various authorities to 
the faulty diet, closer confinement 
and excessive amount of restraining 
clothing, and lack of sunlight or 
open air life to which these infants 
are subjected in the crowded tene- 
ments. The baby diet which takes 
all the prizes for producing rickets is 
deficient in fat or cream, but carries 
an excess of carbohydrate (various 
sugars or starches). 

The great prevalence of rickets 

among the negro and Italian infants 
in our northern cities bears a sus- 
picious relation to the popularity of 
some kind of milk substitute among 
the poor and it happens these substi- 
tutes are uniformly poor in fat or 
cream content and excessive in the 
Sugar or starch added. Imagine the 
effect of restricting even a_ fully 
grown adult to a diet of sugar and 
starch exclusively. 
The breast fed infant is much less 
likely to have rickets than the bottle 
fed infant, though if the diet of the 
mother is too much restricted (from 
poverty or from false notions about 
what she should avoid eating) her 
baby may develop. rickets. Infants 
nursed at the breast more than 10 
months: frequently develop rickets. 

In rickets not only the bones, but 
the muscles, the blood, the nerve tis- 
sues, the teeth, and the substance of 
the vital organs show a deficiency of 
certain mineral matter, particularly 
calcium phosphate (phosphate of 
lime). In health the bones contain 
about two-thirds mineral matter and 
one-third animal or organic matter: 
in rickets tlie ratio may be reversed : 
hence the bones are soft and too 
readily bent or distorted. 
Infants seldom show positive signs 
of rickets before the fourth or fifth 
month of age, though they may have 
the disease several weeks before it 
can be recognized by ordinary exam- 
ination (microscopical evidence 
proves this). Characteristic signs 
are a large square looking head, nar- 
row chest, thickened wrists and 
ankles, pot belly, excessive sweating 
about the head, restlessness at night, 
constipation, peevishness, and _— gen- 
eral flabbiness of muscle. The infant 
is late in sitting up, creeping ‘and 
walking, and the cutting of teeth is 
usually retarded. The child with 
rickets is usually anemic and flabby, 
though often fat, (thanks to the ex- 
cess of sugar or starch in the food). 
Enlarged tonsils and adenoids are al- 
most the rule. Rachitie children are 
prone to have spasms or convulsions 
from slight causes, and are notorious- 
ly susceptible to bronchitis and pneu- 
monia, QOne of the best tests of 
rickets is an X-ray picture of the 
bones of the hand and wrist, which 
shows the trouble clearly. .

As to Widow’s Pensions. 


Editor Constitution: I notice that a bill 
has been introduced in the present legisia- 
ture to repeal the act of August 18, 1920, 
removing limitations from those entitled to 
pensions. In my opinion the repeal of this 
law would be an injustice to many widows 
of Confederate veterans. I wish to call 
attention of the lawmakers to just one case 
of which I personally know. No doubt 
there are many similar cases. 

In 1861 a young student at the age of 
17 left -coliege and enlisted in the service 
of the confederacy.

‘Some of 
them died after reaching years of maturity.

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To Take Action 
In the Philippines 


Manila, July 18—(By the Assc- 
ciated Press.) —The next move in the 
political crisis that yesterday strip- 
ped the Philippine government of all 
its leading Filipino officials is ex- 
pected to come fram Washington. 

It is conceded generally that a rul- 
ing must come from the national cap- 
itol on the controversy which develop- 
ed over Governor General Leonard 
Wood's reinstatement of Ray Conley, 
secret service agent cleared of brib- 
ery, and which became a government 


crisis early yesterday when the mem 
bers of the cabinet and members of 
the ¢ouncil of state, all Filipinos, 
resigned. 

Manila itself is quiet on the sur- 
face, but under-currents of bubbling 
excitement today are following in the 


wake of yesterday’s e ents. 
Manuel Quezon, head of the new 


Collectivista party, critic of the Wood 
administration, who quit the presi 
dency of the Philippine senate in the 
general walkout, made the following 
statement to the Associated Press, 
all or a portion of which is believed 
to have been embodied in a message 
cabled by the Filipino leaders to Pres- 
ident Harding as a presentation of 
their side of the case: 

“We welcome the present crisis be- 
cause it will call the attention of 
congress to the need for a definite 
status of government here. 


“No Attack On U. S. 

“In the resignation of members of 
the council of state and departmental 
secretaries there is no attack on the 
sovereign power of the United States, 
nor a challenge to the authority of 
its representative in the Philippine is- 
lands. It is not even a protest against 
the administration of President Hard- 
ing, nor against Governor General 
Wood personally, but it is a protest 
against the encroachment by the gov- 
ernor general on the constitutional 
rights already enjoyed by Filipino 
people,’ against usurpation of power 
in direct violation of existing laws. 

“In taking this stand peaceful'y, 
but firmly, we feel that we only are 
defending the principles of democracy 
and good government, and the rights 
already granted the Filipino people 
by the people of the United States,” 

It is understood that the cable to 
President Harding, which was sent 
uncer the auspices of both houses of 
the legislature, also reminds the chiet 
executive of his statement some 
months ago to the Philippine Inde 
pendence Mission that there would be 
no backward step in the lower gov- 
ernment of the islands. 

The legislature is also considering 
sending a special delegate to Wash- 
ington to lay before the president 
the Filipino side of the case. 

Governor General Wood has issued 
no statement here since he accepted 
the resignations of the members of the 
cabinet and the council of state. How- 
ever, he has cabled his version of the 
affair direct to Secretary of Was 
Weeks. 

(Juezon today made a statement to 
the Filipino people generally urginz 
them not to organize any demonstra- 
tions here or in the provinces, since 
such action might lead to collisions 
between Americans and Filipinos.

Governor Walker pointed out the 
fact that under the present system of 
taxation, e burden of maintaining 
the state government and its institu- 
tions is not justly distributed. 
“People everywhere want to see the 
system now in vogue killed and a fair- 
er plan inaugurated,” he declared. 


Dr. McPherson declared that an in- 
come tax would require a highly cen- 
tralized system of collection and ad- 


tax would be better suited to the needs 
of the state. 

“It will be years before Georgia is 
educated to the income tax,” he 
stated. “If she should adopt an in- 
come tax system patterned after that 
of the federal government, with simi- 
lar exemptions and surcharges, one- 
fifth of the state’s population would 
have to shoulder the burden of taxa- 
tion.

Marietta, Ga., July 18.—(Special.) 
Sim Edwards and Mrs. Ruth Bullard. 
of the Powder Springs section of 
Cobb county, tonight face indictments 
charging them with assault with in- 
tent to murder in connection with the 
recent attack made on the life of D. 


D. Bullard, husband of the accused 
woman. Edwards and Mrs. Bullard 
also are charged with a statutory of- 
fense. 

It is thought that trial of the cases 
will be called next week, this week 
being taken up with grand jury inves- 
tigations and trial of civil cases by 
Cobb superior court. 

Following today's action by the 
grand jury, Edwards and Mrs. Bul- 
lard are scheduled to be rearrested 
and new bonds assessed. They have 
been at liberty under bonds of $5,000 
and $3,000 since their arrest several 
days ago. 

Bullard was shot on Monday, July 
9, at midnight while he lay asleep in 
his bed. His hands were simply rid- 
dled with birdshot and he received a 
deep gash over the head. The fact 
that Bullard bad his hands above his 
head around the pillow was the only 
thing that saved his life, he believes. 

After reaching his father’s home, 
which is some 600 yards from his 
own farm, Bullard immediately swore 
out warrants for the arrest of his 
wife and Edwards, a neighbor. He 
claimed that the shooting was en- 
gineered by them as part of a con- 
spiracy to put him out of the way. 

Arrested in Atlanta. 

Edwards was arrested the next 
morning in Atlanta, where he had 
gone to market a truck load of prod- 
uce, He claimed that he first heard 
of the shooting when his brother-in- 
law told him of it on the following 
morning. 

Mrs. Bullard was arrested the same 
morning and later she and Edwards 
were released on $3.000 bonds each.
